How THE SECRETS OF THE GERMAN MAGNETIC 
MINE WERE LAID BARE BY NAVAL EXPERTS, 
IS AN ASTONISHING STORY OF PLUCK PLUS A 
CERTAIN AMOUNT OF LUCK, REUTER’S COR- 
-RESPONDENT LEARNS. 

The British authorities suspected the existence of 


a new type of mine in 


the early days of the 


war, but it was only on Sept. 21 that German 
aircraft considerately dropped two specimens 
on the sand-flats off Shoeburyness, where 
“they lay exposed at: low tide. 


They were first carefully photographed and then intrepid 
experts took bubbings of the outsides so as to enable 


special tools to be made 


for the delicate work of dis- 


mantling the vicious cone-shaped objects, to which 
parachutes: were attached. 


The following day the task of dis- 
* mantling was begun. ane ; 

Lt-Comm. Ouvrey, who- has since 
been decorated with: four companions 
by the King, explained to the work- 
ing party how he proposed to pro- 
ceed, so that if anything “went 
wrong,” the others could begin at 
another part of another mine. 

Lt-Comm. Ourvey than took his 

“toy” into the --wilderness to — 

operate .alone. He succeeded’ in 

_ detaching the magnetic detonator. 

. Thinking the mine harmless, the 
rest of the party then gathered round 
and .proceeded to remove the other 
parts. + :

To their surprise and horror, how- 
ever, a second detonator was seen 
cunningly concealed” inside the mine. 

This detonator was of the contact 
variety and was apparently intended 
‘to detonate the mine’ if. it. dropped 
onto a ship’s deck. 

After a few more delicate mechani- 
cal operations, performed with .bated_| 
breath, the second detonator was ¢x~. 
tracted and the rest was a compara~ 
tively simle matter to the experts, 
and one of the most tricky menaces 

‘to shipping ever invented was put 
where the authorities wanted it. —

MIX-UP 


The failure to coordinate lying has 


-several times involved German propa- 


ganda in difficulties. A striking ex- 
ample is to be found in two articles, 
one published in the Krakauer Zei- 
tung of January 21 and 22, the other 
in the Danziger Vorposten of January. 
$3..Both newspapers -are .the official 
Nazi organs. for the districts they 
serve. 

The Danzig. newspaper, in an arti- 
cle headed “Tendentious reports 
about Warsaw; ‘invented foreign Préss 
reports about distress. and epidemics,” 
states that Warsaw is not in the least 
overcrowded with refugees, Likewise 
“there is- no. foundation - for -the.num- 
-ours of mass ‘mortality and of 
epidemics and pestilence in Warsaw.” 

On the previous two-days a leading 
article in .the Cracow - newspaper 
stated:— 

It {s foreign ‘that only four months 
ago a part of -this city (Warsaw), 
which had. been turned into a fortress 
by the Poles, had to be reduced ‘to 
dust and ashes, It is forgotten that 
this city necessarily had to face dif- 


‘ficulties owing to its being cut off}, 


from its:.sources, of supply by the 
-destruction of means of communica- 
It is no small matter if a city 
which once contained 1,400,000 in- 
habitants suddenly has 1,800,000.

“shop” includes any premises where 
any retail trade or business is carried 
on, but does not include clubs, hotels, 
public houses,. festaurants, eating 
houses, tea-rooms or’ premises open 
for the sale only of medicines, aerat--' 
ed waters, sweets, chocolates or other 
sugar confectionery or ice cream, to- 
bacco or smokers requisites; 

“retail trade or business’? includes 
the business of a barber or hairdress~ 
er, but does not include the sale of © 
petrol or newspapers or the sale or 
distribution of milk,.or the sale of pro- | 
grammes or refreshments at theatres 
and places of amusement.

Fresh particulars are given of the 
German reprisals against the people 
of Wawer, near Warsaw, where two 
common. -criminals. .. for. whom the 
police were searching killed a couple 
_ of German soldiers who attempted to 
arrest them. 

Two hours later a battalion of 
Landeschutzen marched ‘into the 
town, where. the commandant an- 
nounced that in reprisal for the death 
of the two German soldiers one in- 
habitant.in every 10 would be shot 
at Wawer and also in the neighbour- 
ing town of Anin. During the night 
whole families were dragged from 
their houses and shot in groups of 10 
in front of a fence by soldiers firing 
machine-guns. In this manner 138 
persons, including 17 women, two 
doctors, and a little boy, met their 
death. Thirty-four of:the victims 
were under 18 years of age and 12 
were over 60. Not content with this 
act of ferocity, the Germans stopped 
a train proceeding’ from Wawer to 
Otwock and shot one passenger out of 
every five. ; : 

At about the same time 72 Poles 
were hanged at Bachia, near Cracow.
